“To the Editor of the Townsman: 


“The town manager scheme for 
seperating the citizens from their 
local government was supposed 
to eliminate the costliness of 
government by emergency. 

‘However, two years ago, a 
tractor at the dump had to be 
purchased under those conditions, 
or so the Finance Committee 
agreed. Now comes the spectacle 
of having to buy an ambulance 
under similar conditions though 
it’s supposed to have been known 
all along, that the ambulance was 
unreliable. 

_ ‘Because the town manager plan 
celitralizes responsibility, who is 
responsible for these two 
mistakes? 

_ “And now it’s remarkable that 
this alleged ambulance-hurry-job 
lias come up just at the time that 
the automobile model year is 
changing. Accordingly, its hoped 
that the specifications for the new 
ambulance contain a requirement 
that an unconditional guarantee be 
given that the vehicle has not been 
drivén more than 50 miles Th's 
«. ures the town that a demons- 
trator is not being sold to it as 
a new vehicle. Indeed, it might be 
that this is some of the cause of 
the 1956 vehicle being so costly 
to maintain. 

‘*Moreover, it’s puzzling that 
a managemenc dedicated to effi- 
ciency should wish to rush in to 
buy now when a great motor 
maker, Chrysler Corporation, is 
introducing a new 50,000 mile or 
five year guarantee on its chassis, 
and its likely that other makers 
shall soon do likewise. This is 
particularly remarkable, in view 
of the record of the ambulance 
we have now. 

‘However, I assume that the 
town has been protected in its re=- 
cent bid asking by having the call 
contain the universally used phrase 
that the right to reject any and 
‘all bids has been retained in this 
calling. 

‘It has been alleged that we 
must have the most expensive 
ambulance because of the needs of 
**heart’* cases. Can anyone tell us 
What percent of the ambulance 
users over the past three years 
have been heart cases? 

‘*It’s well known that by building 
the best roads possible, up to 
8,000 lives could be saved each 
year of the 40,000 that are re- 
moved by highway accidents. But 
the extra costs for this extra 
Protection can’t be justified by 
the rules of prudence. And by the 
Same token, Andover can’t afford 
the very best in this matter. 

‘*Moreover, to make a prudent 
reduction in the money spent for 
a new ambulance would set up a 
powerful example for cost cutting 
throughout the entire local govern- 
ment. For surely if we hold down 
costs there, we have a superior 
position from which to hold off 
the ever increasing demands of 
all other sectors of government. 

‘*Additionally, if we are going 
to charge for use of the ambulance, 
and we should, then one which costs 
less than $5,000 shall require a 
smaller service charge than one 
which costs $10,000. And its likely 
that in many cases if the person 
using the ambulance has to pay, 
he might consider calling upon a 
private service, thus saving the 
town whatever money out of pocket 
the ambulance service costs butis 
hot collected in the established 
rate.”’

Moreover, we submit that consultants, experts in their 
field, should not accept cost estimates without first ex- 
amining the figures to find out whether they are realistic. 
Some departments have well defined plans for the future, 
with professional estimates that can be relied upon. 
Others, we feel, guess at the costs. It is not equitable to 
accept these figures and throw them all into the same 
plan, without sharp scrutiny and adjustment.

Analysis Of State 


Various explanations for the 
dramatic deterioration of the Mas~ 
sachusetts image in the eyes of 
the nation were examined by Prof. 
Robert Wood of M.I.T. at the fall 
luncheon of the Andover League 
of Women Voters Sept. 25. 

Professor Wood rejected both 
the economic interpretation of 
Massachusetts politics and the 
thesis that Massachusetts is 
ravaged by the politics of ethnic 
groups. Similarly and amusingly, 
he dismissed the arguments of 
the school of thought which ex- 
plains present day Massachusetts 
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politics in terms of an inherent 
schizophrenia which dates from 
the Mayflower Compact. 

The ignominy which taints Mas- 
sachusetts politics, in Prof. 
Wood’s opinion, results from an 
outmoded state constitution which 
severely limits the power of the 
executive, provides for too large 
a legislature, and encourages a 
proliferation of independent autho~ 
rities more powerful than elected 
officials. As antidotes for our 
present political ills, Prof. Wood 
suggested more purposefull politi- 
cal parties, more judicious use of 
the initiative and referendum as 
well as a constitutional conven- 
tion to review and reform the state 
constitution.
